“A great many ple have a false view 
of Christ; they think if they give up the 
world they get nothing in return. This 
idea prevails among a great many people 
today, but God says today, ‘I will render 
double unto thee.’ Nothing iu this uni- 
verse offers as much religion as Jesus 
Christ, nothing this side of heaven can give

you more, and nothing does any g on 
your part unless you give up those things 
that will dishonor you as a husband, as a 
wife or as a citizen.

The trial of David Lieva for the murder 
of Pedro Lopez was resumed before Judge 
Cheney yesterday. 

Manuel Verdugo was recalled by the de-

The next witness was 
LOUIS LIEVA, 
no connection of the defendant. He testi- 
fied about as the other witnesses as to the 
leading facts which took place at the saloon. 
He testified that Lopez fired a pistol at de- 
fendant, who fired at deceased, who replied 
with the last shot. .On cross-examination 
bis evidence was not materially changed. 
DAVID LIEVA, 
the defendant, was then sworn and placed 
on the stand. He speaks good English, and 
said: “On October 14th last Louis Lieva 
gpd I drove out in a bugey to Verdugo. 
ook a couple of drinks in Hermann’s 8a- 
loon there. Lopez ,Raquena Verdugo and 
Olevez were in the saloon. Offered to 
match a chicken with them. Talked about

The 
letters are to the effect that Hal! has been 
talking scandalousiy about Perkins’s step- 
daughter, Miss White, anc charging that 
the lady was not as virtuous as she should 
be.

HEALTH MATTERS. 


MORE HIGH JINK8 ABOUL THE 
HEALTH OFFICER. 


Dr. Bryant and His Honor Mayor 
Bryson Induice in Warm Taik— 
A story to the Kffect That Dr. 
Heese Is a Hesident of the City 
of Baynclimate. 


The Board of Health met in adjourned 
session at the Mayor’s office yesterday atter- 
noon, with His Honor presiding and Messrs. 
Bryant, Humphreys and Shafer in attend- 
ance, and as soon as the board was called 
to order William Niles addressed the mem- 
bers in opposition to the extension of the 
two-cow limit, saying that if the limits were 
extended it would work a great hardship 
on him, and suggesting that the proper 
way to regulate the matter was to have the 
Health Officer see that all cowyardg are 
kept clean and that all nuisaaces are 
promptly abated. 

The report of the committee, to whom 
was referred the matter at the last meeting, 
was laid before the , which recom- 
mends that the limits in which not more 
than two cows shall be kept shall be 
bounded on the west by Alvarado, Bellevue 
to Beaudry, and thence to Virgin, audalong 
Virgin east to Alameda, south to Aliso, 
east to Santa Fé avenue, south to Second, 
west to San Pedro, south to Ninth, west to 
Maple, south to Washington and west to 
Alvarado, After some discussion the re- 
port was unanimously adopted as read. 

The matter of the Health Officer was 
again brought up, and Dr. Bryant nomi- 
nated Dr. ‘Thompson and Mayor Bryson 
nominated Dr. Reese, 

Owing to Mr. Kuhrts’s absence, Mr. 
Humpbreys suggested that the matter 
again go over for one week, when Mr. 
Shafer objected, saying that he wouid 
move in the Council,at the next meeting, to 
declare the office vacant uniess something 
was done, 

Mr. Humphreys suggested that this would 
cut no figure, and a vote was taken, which 
resulted in Mayor Bryson and Mr. Hum- 
phreys voting fur Reese, and Messrs. Bry- 
ant and Shater for Thompson. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that the matter be 
postpuned for one week, which resulted in 
another tie vote,and the matter of the 
wool-pulling factory, which had been re- 
ferred to the board from the Council, was 
taken up, and Dr. Bryant said that he had 
been unable to discover any nuisance at 
that place, when the matter was referred to 
the Health Officer. 

The question of employing additional 
garbage wagons for Boyle Heights and An- 
velefio Heights was taken up, and, after 
discussion, was referred to the Health Offi- 
cer and Street Superintendent to see if the 
same are required as a sanitary measure. 

A oy was received from the proprie- 
tor of the Cape Horn saloon, asking to be 
allowed to reopen his water trough in front 
of his place. which had been discontinued 
during the” prevalence of the glanders. 
After debate, the petition was granted, it 
being stated that it would not obstruct the 
streets. 

Mr. Shafer moved that Dr. Keese be re- 
quested to appear before* the board and 
answer the questions as to his citizenship, 
which motion was seconded by Dr. Bryant, 
and an officer was sent for Dr. Reese, pend- 
ing which the members of the board put in 


politics, 

Dr. Reese appeared in 10 or 15 minutes, 
and stated that he was a practicing plysi- 
cian in Los Angee, and had been for five 
or six years. e owned some $10,000 or 
$12,000 worth of property in this city, but 
was not a registered voter. The question 
as to whether be was legally entitied to 
hold the place could easily be settled by the 
City Attorney. 

Quite an animated discussion ensued be- 
tween Dr. Reese, Mr, Bryant and the other 
members, in which the debate got to be 
quite personal, and there were several 
lively brushes between the parties. Both 
Mr. Shafer apd Dr. Bryant insisted that 
Dr. Reese was not a resident, when the Jat- 
ter remarked that the whole effort direchod 
Pazainst him was for the purpose of trying 
to injure him in regard to a homestead 
which he had entered in San Diego county 


some time ago. Both Bryant and 
Shafer disclaimed any suc inten- 
tion, when Dr. eese insisted 
that he was resident physician 


as was required by the ordinance, and that 
the matter could be easily settled by refer- 
ring it to the City Attorney. Dr. Bryantre- 
torted by saying that there were other 
pie who knew something besides the City 
Attorney, when Dr, Reese asked him if he 
did not already have the City Attworney’s 
opinion, Mr. Bryant got very red in the 
face and, after some hesitation, admitted 
that he had, but said that not another re- 
spectable lawyer in the city would concur 
in that opinion, Dr. Reese then asked him 
what Mr. Knox had said, when Bryant re- 
luctantly admitted that that gentleman had 
concurred in what Mr. McFarland had said. 
Both Mr. Shafer and Mr. Bryant continued 
to question Dr. Reese, when Mayor Bryson 
finally interrupted to say that he was not re- 
quired to answer the questions, as they were 
uot relevant, andif he were in his place he 
would not answer them either. The asser- 
tion was again made by Dr. Bryant that he 
did not consider Dr. Reese a resident of the 
city, when Mxyor Bryson again chipped in 
with the remirk that he thought the 
doctor was not only a resident of the city, 
but a good citizen, and reminded Dr. Bry- 
ant that his candidate had only been here 
about a year, and was not yet entitied to 
vute, and asked the doctor if that was not 
so. Dr. Bryant turned to His Honor and 
remarked that it.was no use for them to 
argue. He did mt approve of the princi- 
ple, he said, of appointing a non-resident 
to office any more than he did the Mayor 
appointing his own sons on the police. 
When he saw anything that he dia not like 
he was going to talk about it, as he did not 
approve of this thing of one man running 
the government, Dr. Bryant got very red 
in the face while delivering this last thrust, 
and his hyperion curl stood almost erect 
as he glared at the Mayor. His Honor took 
the outburst very coolly, however, and with 
the remark that no one man was running 
the government that he knew of, although 
Dr. Bryant was trying very hard to do it, 
assed on to the discussion of another 
ranch of the subject, and after some fur- 
ther talk, it-being plain that no agreement 
could be reached, Shafer moved to ad- 
journ, which was carried, and the members

Enemies of the New Charter at Work. 


The joint resolution approving the 
Los Angeles charter was referred to 
the Judiciary Committee by a vote of 
41 to 36. Later, notice was given by 
Mr. Lowe that on Monday he will: move 
reconsideration of the vote. This 
means that there is to be a money war 
waged against the charter by those 
who are interested in its defeat, and 
that, consequently, friends of the in- 
strument had better look out. 

Whatever is to be done should be 
done quickly, or all will be lost. Sid- 
ney Lacy, the “‘statesman,”’ whose ex- 
ploit in breaking a Sacramento faro 
bank was recently published in Tur 
TIMES, appears not to be devoting his 
whole time to that fascinating amuse- 
ment, but spends a considerable por- 
tion of his leisure in making up to his 
friends, the gamblers, for their finan- 
losses, by lobbying against 
the charter, which would interfere with 
their freedom of action, as well as with 
that of their allies, the pimps and ward 
strikers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Delegations from both 
South and North Dakota, who have been 
here urging the passage of the Senate bill 
for the admission of South Dakota and an 
enabling act for North Dakota, feel very 
much dissatisfied with the provisions of the 
Springer Omnibus Bill, which passed the 
House today. They areail united in saying 
that it will merely serve to delay the ad- 
mission of South Dakota and render useless 
all that has been done since the organiza- 
tion of the movement for admission five 
years ago. They are asking the Senate to 
reject it, and are willing to take their 
chances with the new Congress, hoping and 
expecting that an extra session will be 
called by the President-elect when he takes 
office. The delegations regard the provis- 
ons of the bill as unfair in a litical 
eense and unsafe for the material interests 
of the Territory. 

The Omnibus Bill, in so far as it relates 
to Montana, authorizes the inhabitants of 
that Territory to choose delegates to form 
aconvention. In each district into which 
the Territory is divided three delegates 
shall be elected, but no elector shall vote 
for more than two persons for delegates, 
The election shall be held on the second 
Monday in May, 1889. ‘The number of del- 
egates shall be 74. The delegates shall 
meet on July 4, 1889, and are authorized to 
form a constitution and State government, 
provided that at the time of election of del- 
egates the constitution ad. pted by the con- 
stitutional convention held at Helena in 
1834 shall be submitted to the people for 
ratification or rejection. If the constitu- 
tion is ratified, the convention authorized 
by this act shall resubmit it to the people, 
with such changes only as may be necessary 
in order to comply with the provisions of 
this act. If again ratified, the President of 
the United States may issue his proclama- 
tion declaring the State of Montana admit- 
ted as a State into the Union, from and 
after the date of the proclamation. Until 
otherwise provided, the State of Montana 
shall be entitled to one Representative in 
the House of Representatives. Land sec- 
tions 18 to 36 in every township are granted 
aaa State for the support of common 

ools, and 90,000 acres of land are granted 
for the support of agricultural colleges.

MISSING FUNDS. 


A Tough Yarn About the Late Elec- 
tion. 

New York, Jan. 18.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The Cincinnati Enquirer published 
on Tuesday a dispatch from Washington 
which stated on the alleged authority of 
Commodore Arthur Bateman of this city 
that three days before the recent election 
Thomas C. Platt demanded and received 
$150,000 forthe use of which no accounting 
was to be demanded.

UNWELCOME UTAH. 


Gov. West Opposes Statehood for the 
Territory. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} Gov. West of Utah was heard 
by the House Committee on Territories to- 
day in opposition to the admission of Utah. 
He appeared, he said, as the Governor of 
the Territory, and as such ought not to 
have any prejudice against the people. 
Duty, honor and manhood required that he 
should be perfectly fair and honest in all 
he should say on the subject. He invited 
the committee to ask him any questions 
that suggested themselves and he would 
give-tair, honest, candid answers, no mat- 
ter whom it hurt. Hehad been invited to 
come to Washington and oppose the prop- 
osition of adinissiog. In the movement he 
represented himsvif as a citizen, and he 
might say the universal sentiment of the 
non-Mormon population of Utah. There 
never had been a single adverse criticism 
on his adininistration of affairs in the Ter- 
ritory. He had not come before the com- 
mittee for the purpose of attacking and 
making war upon the Mormons, 

He argued that Statehood for Utah would 
intrench Mormonism, and he asked what 
check would there be upon the Legislature? 
If the power of Statehood be granted Utah, 
the old non-Mormon residents would have 
to sell out at a sacrtfice to get away. They 
could not live there and prosper. e new 
non-Mormon residents of the Territory had 
said they would have to do the same thing. 
He would warn the Democrats of the effects 
of adopting a policy that would look to the 
admission of Utah. History shows, he 
said, that the Mormons are neither Repub- 
licans nor Democrats. The allegiance of 
Mormons js to the church, and if the party 
made the fearful fatal blunder of advocat-

After ascertaining the amount of damage 
done, the Galena sent an armed boat’s crew 
to the offending gunboat, where the state- 
ment was made that the jamming ofthe 
tiller ropes was the cause of the collision.
